The Rev. James Malloy of St 


Patrick's church, speaking yester-

ices, called on the American peo

.^,iess and justice which will diffuse 


over the earth taster than evil." 


The Rev. Malloy asked parents 


to strengthen the American home 
and teach children "righteousness, 
unselfishness and the fear of God." 


He said that half the people in 


America have no religious belief 
and "unless we acknowledge God, 
we can't expect His blessings." 
. The Rev. Malloy struck out at ma- 
terialism. He called it a "false 
philosophy which stresses luxury 
and frustrates the Creator's plan."

Philosophies Rule 


Philosophies rule the world, the 


Rev. Malloy stated. He cited tfie 
advance of Christianity and the 
spread of Communism throughout 
Europe. He asked Americans ,to 
guard against dangerous ideas 


. since all the great dynasties of 
_.the world have rotted from within. 


The speaker cited Lincoln's Get- 


tysburg address: "It is rather for 
us to be here dedicated to the 
great task remaining before us; 
that from these honored dead we 
take increased devotion to that 
cause for which they gave the last 
full measure of devotion, that we 
here highly resolve that these dead 
shall not have died in vain; that 
this nation under God shall have 


Jfi new brith of freedom and that 


the people shall not perish from 
the earth." 


Ba<iic Issues Same 


"That was Memorial day, 1863. 


It is now Memorial day, 1951, but 
the basic issues have not changed. 
Our freedoms today are imperiled 
from within and from without," 
he stated. "Let not a day pass 
without a prayer for those who 
j;ave their lives that we might 
w.ive in freedom."

Wagner, chaplain of- the American 
Legion post, gave' the invocation 
and Charles Hurst' read the order 
of the day.

Reds May Be Inclined' to End Korea War 
Tired' Naval Officer Hits Korea War Policy 
Says Fighting 
Men Share His 
Far East Views 
Letter Accuses 
Administration 
Of Being Pro-Red 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


A navy officer fired for writ- 
ing a letter that called the 
Roosevelt - Truman-Acheson 
foreign policy Communistic- 
inspired, said today his views 
are shared by "an overwhelm- 
ing majority" of American 
fighting men in the Far East. 


Former Lt (J. G.) William 


H. Evans, Jr., 27, of Edge- 
water, Md., said there is wide- 
spread belief among officers 
and men of all services en- 
gaged in the Korean war that 
the state department is "the 
enemy behind the enemy." 


That contention 
already has 


been disputed by Admiral Forrest 
P. Sherman, chief of naval opera- 
tions, who disclosed Evans' dis- 
missal in questioning at the sen- 
ate's MacArthur investigation yes- 
terday. 


At a news conference today the 


curly-haired ex-officer produced a 
copy of the letter that led to his 
dismissal and said he felt it was 
his duty to write it. 


"Red Dean" 


In the letter Evans referred to 


Secretary of State Acheson as 
"Red Dean Acheson" and spoke 
of "his pro-Red gang." He wrote 
also of "that pro-Soviet, one 
world administration of ours and 
our senile, ignorant congress." 


The letter declared that "Amer- 


icans are-dying by the thousands, 
thanks to the pro-Rpd adminis- 
tration." 
-Evans wrote the letter to Al- 


fred Kohlberg, New York import- 
er and administration critic, while 
serving as assistant operations of- 
ficer of the destroyer Rogers off 
the coast of Korea last April, and 
gave Kohlberg permission to pub- 
lish it. 


Hot Interview 


Talking with newsmen in Kohl- 


berg's hotel suite today, Evans 
said he had "a rather hot inter- 
view" with Secretary of the Navy 
Matthews shortly before his com- 
mission was revoked on Tuesday. 


Evans said he was decommis- 


sioned "under honorable condi- 
:ions" for .violating a navy regu- 
lation, the navy's General Order 
16, which provides that any ma- 
terial published over the signature 
of a naval officer must be cleared 
through the chain of command. 


Evans is a 1948 graduate of the 


Naval academy. He resigned his 
regular commission in 1949 and 
was commissioner in the naval re- 
serve. He volunteered for active 
duty last December. 


I'ro-Chiang 


Kohlberg, to whom the letter 


was 
sent, 
is chairman of the 


American-China Policy Associa- 
Lion of New York and a booster of 
the Chinese Nationalists. 


A copy of the letter, with dele- 


tions, was published first today 
by the Chicago Tribune. It was 
dated "March 16, Fighting Zone, 
East Coast of Korea."

Memorial Day Accident Toll 
Lowest Since End of War II 


By The Associated Press 


The nation's celebration of Memorial day appears to have been 


one of the safest since the end of World War II. 


The death toll in violent accidents—115—was one of the lowest for 


a single Memorial day holiday in several years. 


A new record low. was set in the traffic death toll. The 70 killed 


on the highways ,was far below the National Safety Council's estimate 
of 110.

• 


The safety council, noting that 


the toll was running below the 
estimate yesterday, termed the 
record "a marvelous achievement." 
Millions were on the highways for 
the season's first holiday outing.' 


The lowest traffic toll on a single 


major holiday since .World War U 
was 93 on New Year's day, 1946. 
Yesterday's traffic toll is not com- 
parable to the 1950 figure as the 
day was counted as part of a four- 
day holiday. The staggering, total 
In the four-day period was 560, in- 
cluding 340 traffic fatalities. 


In addition to the 70 traffic 


deaths 
yesterday, 
28 
persons 


drowned and 17 others lost their 
lives in miscellaneous violent acci- 
dents. 


The safety council yesterday an- 


nounced that auto deaths de- 
creased for the first time in 16 
months in April. The month's toll 
was 2,569 and boosted the total 
for the first four months of 1951 
to 10,460. seven per cent above the 
comparable period last year. The 
April toll was three per cent be- 
low the total of April, 1950.

TOKYO, (AP) — Red troops 


fighting with renewed fury halted 
American advances today 13 miles

strongholds of Chorwon and Kum- 
hwa. 


Other United Nations forces.re- 


gained control of the 275 foot high 
Hwachon dam with comparative 
case. 


Across the 125 mile Korean 


front, 
Allied forces slogged 


through the mud for slow gains or 
fought off sharp attacks. 


Twelve Red jets tried an attack 


of their own on U. S. B-29 Super- 
forts. Eight downed and one dam- 
aged. The B-29s, unharmed, went 
ahead with their bomb runs on a 
northwest Korea rail bridge. 


Rods Counterattack 


The stiffest fighting swirled 


against American spearheads on 
the 
western 
and 
west-central 


fronts pointed at Chorwon, and 
around Inje on the east-central 
sector. 


Chinese units pitched a fantastic 


counterattack at dusk Wednesday 
against Am-ericans in the hills 
around Yonchon, 13 miles south- 
west of Chorwon. In a night-long 
battle the Reds pushed the dough- 
boys off the ridges and shoved 
them back 1,000 yards. 


At dawn Thursday the Ameri- 


cans leaped to the attack. By noon 
they had regained their positions 
on the road to Chorwon. 


Frontline officers estimated at 


least two Chinese divisions stood

And as a result, Alex Lam- 


bersky, 23, left the circuit 
courtroom Tuesday afternoon 
technically a free man al- 
though he had readily admit- 
ted to a coroner's jury that 
he had choked and killed 
Kenneth LaRoy, 9, on April 
11 in a state hospital ward. 


It was the transcript of this tes- 


timony that State's Atty. Pires 
entered as evidence before

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New Draft Law Will Cover 
Men Now Deferred from Call 


By JAMES MARLOW 


'* 'WASHINGTON — (AP)—There 
are two points, very Important for 
a lot of people, in the bill which 
congress is expected to make the 
new draft law next week. 


That bill seems certain to be- 


come a law so it will be treated 
as one here. The two points in- 
volve deferments and at least one 
of them is far-reaching: 


1. Draft-age married men with- 
:ijut children no longer will be de- 
ferred simply because they hap- 
pened to be married. The old law 
provided deferment for them. The 
new law wipes out that deferment. 


2. Men who pass the top draft 


age of 25 without being drafted— 
because for one reason or another 
they were deferred—can now be 
drafted up to the age of 35 any 
time the reason for their _defer- 
uent ends. 
4^, 
All Draftable 


Under present law everyone 


from 19 through 25 is draftable 
unless, for some reason, he is spe- 
cifically exempt by law or he is 
deferred by his board. 


And under present law a man 


•who remains deferred until he is 
26 cannot be drafted at all once he 
reaches his 26th birthday. 


The new law also lowered the 


draft age to 18^. 
^ While the new law says the reg- 
ular draft is to continue only until 
July 1, 1955, it also says that after 
that date men who have passed 
their 26th birthday without being 
drafted—because of deferment— 
will continue to be draftable until 
35. 


This would mean a draft system 


to remain in operation for years 
after the need for a full-scale draft 
such as we have now, had passed. 
•Jy 1955, of course, congress may 
change all this if the world crisis 
disappears. But that's something 
lor the future. 


Law Ready Soon 


This new law will go into effect 


as soon as congress approves it 
and the president signs it. So it 
will apply to every deferred man 
who is 25 when this new law goes 
on the books but later, through

This is what the law mean* for 


those who are now under 26 bu 
remain deferred until they art 26 
because: 


They are married and have a 


child, or because they are college 
students with high marks, or be 
cause they are in an essential Job 
and so on. 


When they reach 26 and their 


status changes—for instance the 
married man's one child dies, or 
the student finishes school, or the 
man in the essential job switches 
to a non-essential one—they musl 
report that fact to their draft 
board. They then can be drafted 


But there is another aide to this 


picture: 


Any man who reaches 26 with- 


out being drafted—but has not 
been deferred—cannot be drafted 
after reaching 26.

; Peace Negotiations Are Not 


Necessarily 'Appeasement' 


Appeasement is a policy in thorough and deserved dis- 


repute among all people who understand the nature of totali- 
tarianism. Communists, like their Nazi and Fascist breth- 
ren, regard appeasement as a gesture of weakness. Hence 
they are never really appeased, but always press for more. 
• 
* 
* 


Yet in the desire to avoid any sort^of appeasement, some 


people are tending to define that approach too broadly. They 
hint, for example, that in Korea anything short of utter de- 
struction of the Chinese Reds will amount to appeasement. 


In general, those who feel this way are the same ones 


who say "there's no substitute for victory," by which they 
mean a crushing triumph that virtually wipes put the enemy. 


• To such people, appeasement and "negotiation" are ap- 


parently synonymous. In other words, merely talking to 
the enemy about peace is seen as a yielding of ground. 
• 
• • 


This notion is pretty far afield from reality, as a look 


at past wars and their peace-making aftermath \vill show. 
Peace is seldom achieved by the enemy's unconditional sur- 
render, as in the Nazis' case in World War II. More often 
it is negotiated, before the enemy is thoroughly annihilated. 


The Allies allowed Germany to negotiate peace in World 


War I while German soldiers were still on French soil. Even 
in World War II we did not insist on destroying Japan's 
army by fire and shell. The Japs' main force was still largely 
intact when they sued for peace. The soldiers still occupied 
much of the Asiatic land they had conquered. They sur- 
rendered because the A-bomb, devastating incendiary raids, 
and the cutting of overseas supply lines made ultimate de- 
feat unmistakably clear. • 
• • 


Negotiating peace rather than enforcing it by arms does 


not inevitably lead to appeasement. Negotiations are a per- 
fectly honorable and sensible way of ending a war. If the 
other fellow has had enough, what's wrong with letting him 
say so? 


The important thing is not to avoid dealing with the 


enemy. It is winning peace terms which secure for you the 
objectives for which you undertook the war. When you fail 
to, gain these goals, when you let the enemy have something 
at the council table which you have denied him on the battle- 
field, then negotiation does indeed move toward appease- 
ment. 
• • • 


* But to suggest that we dare not negotiate with an enemy 


for fear of appeasirig him indicates a total lack of confi- 
dence in ourselves as skilled negotiators. 


If the Chinese Reds want peace in Korea on our terms, 


there is no sound reason why we should not negotiate. Those 
terms, naturally, cannot reward the Communists in the 
faintest degree for the aggression they have undertaken. 


As a matter of fact, talk of a negotiated peace may in 


the end prove academic. Though they be licked, or at least 
effectively stalemated, the Reds may never want to concede 
defeat by suing for peace. As General Bradley and others 
have hinted, they may choose simply to let the war die out 
by slow degrees, with no formal cease-fire and no negotia- 
tions. That would be one way of minimizing their failure 
both to themselves and to those they are trying to win over 
in the rest of the world. 


Whether it be this or a formal peace bid, we don't have 


to shy away from it in fear that we have thus appeased the 
Communists.

Shoppers Still Buying Beef 
Despite Fuss Over Ceilings 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The big argument between meat 


industry spokesmen and price offi- 
cials over the desirability of beef 
ceilings has had very little effect 
on shoppers' buying habits or the 
meat supply, several large retailers 
reported. 


"Consumer meat buying seems 


to be going along about as usual 
in spite of all the fuss over whether 
beef price controls are a good 
thing," said the sales manager of 
a large supermarket chain. 


"About the only new tendency 


we've noted in the supply picture 
is that the higher priced cuts, like 
steaks, are more plentiful in rela- 
tion to the cheaper meats." 


Poultry Sales High 


Others said their poultry sales 


still are larger than normal in 
proportion to their total meat 
business, and some said the heavier 
cuts of pork were selling usually 
well because of the price advan- 
tage. 


Meantime, the fresh fruit and 


vegetable counters across the na- 
tion are being loaded with spring 
produce items becoming increas- 
ingly abundant as the harvest 
swings northward. 


Peaches are reaching northern 


as 
markets from the Carolinas 
well as Georgia and Florida. Ship- 
ments of strawberries from near- 
by gardens are picking up, and 
heavier 
receipts 
of 
California 


canteloupes and Florida watermel- 
ons are pushing prices lower. 
Spinach, asparagus, beets, escarole, 
radishes and Swiss chard are ar- 
riving from closer-in farms. 


Lettuce Lower 


Lettuce was moderately lower 


in price in most places early this 
week and seemed likely to stay 
down. So were cucumbers and 
Golden Heart celery. Only good 
quality snap beans were scarce and 
expected to rise somewhat by the 
weekend. The first new-crop po- 
tatoes from Alabama and the 
Carolinas arrived In northern mar- 
kets in good volume this week.

rainier, was shot by Ralph Howard Alsup, a gunman who dominates 
abor in Clark county, Nev., which includes Las Vegas, Alsup van- 


ished quickly, being assisted in his flight, .accord- 
ing to the sworn trial testimony, by James King, 
the business agent of the Painters' union. 


Alsup is the most vicious criminal unioneer 


that I have encountered in all my years of investi- 
gation.' He holds office in the Plumbers' union but 
is not a qualified plumber. All his adult life 
has been a professional criminal. Altogether, 
has five criminal convictions in Texas and one in 
Nevada. 
His sentences total up to 33 years, in- 


cluding a two-year sentence for shooting Folsom, 
which is now on appeal. 


His crimes in Texas included two cases ^of 


robbery with fire-arms. 
Counting a gun-case in Las Vegas in which 


le beat the rap, although it was shown that he did have a gun when 
he went out to slug a local business man, he has had four gun 
charges. 


An official of the Texas prison system wrote, in answer to an 


nquiry, that Alsup had a provisional pardon. In a subsequent pros^» 
cution of Alsup in Las Vegas for gun-toting, Robert A. Jones, the 
county attorney, held that the pardon was unconditional. 


Alsup is president of the central labor council of Clark Co., presi- 


dent of the county metal trades council, business agent of the county 
lumbers' union and vice-president of the State Federation of Labor. 


After Alsup got away from the 


union hall where Folsom was shot 
hrough the body, he went to the 
home of George E. Franklin, Jr., 
an attorney, who opposed Senator 
Pat McCarran in last year's Dem- 
ocratic primary. 
Franklin re- 


ceived for his campaign $5,500 
'rom 
the 
letter-headed 
front 


called the Committee on National 
Affairs, 
Waldorf 
Tower, 
New 


York. This front is run by Ar- 
thur J. Goldsmith, the phoney po- 
itical dragon who snorts fire 
'rom, his luxurious lair In the 
Tower but, for secret ^ political 
reasons, disguises the addresa as 
100 East 50th street. 


Franklin, who is a war hero 


with a distinguished service rec- 
ord, admits'" that ' Alsup 
went 


straight to him that night but ex- 
plains that he was then chairman' 
of the board of county commis- 
sioners and therefore had tempor- 
arily retired from private prac- 
tice. John Conlon, who had been 
treasurer of Franklin's campaign 
and received 5,000 in contributions 
from Goldsmith's letter-head front, 
was present with Franklin when 
Alsup came in. 


Alsup was-accompanied by Tom 


rlanlcy, local president and inter- 
national vice president 
of the 


sheet metal workers and secre- 
tary-treasurer of the county cen- 
tral labor council. Alsup had a 
superficial wound on his head. 
District Attorney Roger Foley, 
who convicted him of the Folsom 
shooting, insists that this scratch 
was self-inflicted to create an im- 
pression 
that 
the 
unprovoked 


shooting of Folsom occurred in a 
fight. 


Franklin said he immediately 


told Alsup that he could not rep- 


resent him. He said Conlon with- 
drew and did not take part in the 
conversation. 


Franklin said he did not know 


the name of any individual who 
contributed money to the 
funds under Goldsmith's control. 
I then referred to the sworn re- 
turn filed with the clerk of the 
house of representatives in Wash- 
ington and pointed out that not 
one of the "front" names listed on 
the left margin of Goldsmith's se- 
cret front was listed also among 
the donors of money. 


The "front" names are a stand-

Let's Kibitz as Expert Plays

Let's sit behind a Canasta ex- 


pert and see how he plays a diffi- 
cult hand. Both sides need 120 for 
the first meld, and 
our 
hero 


makes his first draw from the 
stockpile. He then holds: 


A, K-K, K-Q. 10-9, 6-4-3, 2-2. 
He cannot meld, so his 
only 


problem at the moment is his dis- 
card. He doesn't dream of dis- 
carding the ace. 
He may need 


aces to get the count, and so may 
the enemy. One general principle 
to remember la that you don't 
throw an ace except from a real- 
ly good hand. 


He doesn't throw 
the 
black 


three because he may need a safe 
discard later on but doesn't des- 
perately need one so early in the 
hand. The question is whether to 
throw a ten-point card or a five- 
point card. 


A high card is slightly more 


dangerous than a low card and 
should be selected for just that 
reason. 
Our expert decides to 


throw the ten (the nine would 
have been Just as good, of course), 
and then awaits developments. 


As it happens, the left-hand op- 


ponent now draws from the stock 
and discards a nine, so our expert 
makes up his m'ind to throw his 
nine at his next turn. He will 
then be able to throw low Cards 
for a few rounds, by which time 
one side or the other will prob- 
ably meld.

Lee County Women Attend Festival 


Miss June Pilgrim, Lee County Home adviser, tells of the trip 


taken by a group of Lee County Home Bureau women recently, to Hol- 
land, Mich., for Tulip Time. 


Thirty-six Lee County Home Bureau women returned Saturda.sjf 


May 19, from a three-day tour of Tulip Time in Holland, Mich. The 
trip began Wednesday morning, May 16, when we stepped aboard a 
bus in Dixon chartered for the occasion. During the trip to Michigan 
the group became acquainted and sang songs. 


Lodging accommodations were 


in Saugatuck, a few miles south 
of Holland. After checking in at a 
hotel Wednesday evening, we con- 
tinued to Holland to view the 
Klompen Dancers. They were 250 
girls in picturesque Dutch cos- 
tumes, including wooden shoes. 
They presented the folk dances of 
Old Holland in the street. For 
much of our visit in Holland the 
group divided into sub groups and 
toured the places they chose. 


The Dutch costume show was an 


unusual style show. The Holland- 
ers modeled distinctive and authen- 
tic dress fashions of the Nether- 
land provinces. The style show was 
presented against a background of 
descriptive commentary and de- 
tailed explanation of the various 
Dutch costumes. Dutch Fantastics 
was a fast-moving, hour long show 
which presented Dutch folk dances 
and songs, musical novelties and 
good Dutch entertainment. 


Holland's active Tulip Garden 


club presented its annual flower 
show in the armory. "Little Neth- 
erlands" exhibit was truly a mini- 
ature replica of sections of the 
Netherlands. It was built before 
the war and has become the de- 
light of adults as well as children. 


Netherlands Museum 


The Netherlands Museum is in- 


ternationally renowned for its por- 
trayal >of Dutch folk lore. The col- 
lections and exhibitions are both 
rare and authentic, giving a gra- 
phic understanding of the Dutch 
background which permeates the 
city of Holland and other Ameri- 
can communities of Dutch settle- 
ment Highlights of the museum 
are the provincial living rooms 
faithfully restored from old Hol- 
land. Fine examples of silver, 
glass, textiles and ceramics cre- 
ated by Dutch craftsmen and sel- 
dom seen elsewhere are displayed. 


A new addition this year to 


Tulip Time was a hobby show 
staged by local enthusiastic Hol- 
land hobbyists. They .displayed 
their talents and interests in a 
series 
of 
exceptional 
exhibits, 


covering a wide range of classifi- 
cations. 


Each 
morning 
the 
business 


places in Holland had their side- 
walks washed by Dutch people 
wearing their colorful costumes. 
They used pails of water 
and 


brooms. 


Thursday afternoon all the chil- 


dren of the town dressed in their 
native costumes and paraded down 
the streets making a colorful sight. 


Together the Lee county group 


toured the factory where wooden 
shoes are made. Then we drove 
down the tulip lanes, just in their 
prime. We stopped at several tulip 
farms where members ordered tu- 
lips like those in the garden. Dur- 
ing the tour, many women took 
pictures and one took movies of 
the picturesque tulips.

letter, which may prove to be the 
last writing of any kind ever pen-

H. Townsend. Townsend is a Lex- 
ington attorney who owns one of 
the largest collections of Lincolni- 
ana m private hands. 


His newest acquisition sheds 


some light on Lincoln's activities 
on the day he was killed. Lincoln 
scholars have long tried to re- 
construct the events of that day. 
They knew much of what he had 
done, but they were unaware that 
he wrote a letter that day, until 
Townsend produced his find. 


Not satisfied with Just the docu- 


ment, Townsend set about to find 
out why the President wrote the 
letter. In so doing, he thinks he's 
uncovered Lincoln's last official 
act.

Townsend theorized that the 


President, some time before April 
14, had named Howell to the 
Michigan Indmn post.

Townsend's research brought to 


light the fact that William A. 
Howard had been one of .Lincoln's 
last visitors on that fateful day.

This would 
require a two-thirds vote. 


The drastic bill was drawn by 


Atty. Gen. Richard Ervin who said 
'.•i main, purpose-was to get at the 
heart of illegal gambling. 


The bill would have banned pub- 


lication or transmission of pre-race 
information pertaining to entries, 
jockeys, scratches, weights, bet- 
ting odds and handicappers' se- 
lections. It also would have out- 
lawed tip sheets, wall charts and 
bookmaking tickets. 


The bill also would have made 


transportation or possession of 
iKwspapers and other published 
media containing pre-race infor- 
mation illegal. 


The bill would have provided 


penalties of $500 to $5,000 Or im- 
prisonment for 12 months or both.

EASINGTOX. Engr. — (AP) — 


Britain mourned today for 18 vic- 
tims of Tuesday's blast at the big 
Easington colliery, the nation's 
worst mine disaster in more than 
two years. Rescue squads aban- 
doned hope of having 62 British 
miners still entombed 900 feet un- 
derground. 


Weary rescue workers continued 
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to claw their way through tons of 
debris, despite the announcement 
by Lord Hyndley, chairman of the 
state-run coal industry, that the 
62 men trapped in the pit must 
be presumed dead. 


The grim disclosure that there 


would be no survivors makes the 
explosion Britain's worst mine dis- 
aster since 104 were killed in Aug- 
use. 1947. at Whitehaven. 


Despite the announcement, red- 


eyed wives and mothers kept si- 
lent vigil at the pithead. 


The unexplained blast occurred 


in a winding tunnel about ft mile 
and a quarter from the virtical 


shaft leading to th« pithead on 
England's northeast coast.

VA Announces 
New Plan for 
GI Insurance 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


Veterans Administration said to- 
day that veterans who want to get 
in on its new life insurance pro- 
gram must apply in writing with- 
in 20 days of leaving service. 


The application must be accom- 


panied by the premium. No medi- 
cal examination is required. 


The insurance act of 1951 set 


up the new program April 25, for 
veterans who have served in the 
armed forces since the start of the 
Korean campaign last June 27. 


The April 25 effective date for 


the new post-service term insur- 
ance was also the cut-off date for 
the National Service Life Insur- 
ance (NSLI) program. NSLI poli- 
cies have not been available since 
April 25 to newly-discharged vet- 
erans who had not previously taken 
out such policies. 


The new insurance Is In the form 


of a five-year level premium term 
contract, 
renewable 
every 
five 


years. The insurance is not con- 


vertible to any of VA'i permanent 
plans of insurance, nor will divi- 
dends be paid upon it. 


It may be applied for in any 


amouunt from $1.000 to $10,000, 
in multiples of $500. A veteran 
may not carry at any one time 
an amount of government life in- 
surance in excess of $10,000. 


The monthly premium rates per 


$1,000 for the new insurance range 
from 20 cents, at ages 17 or 18, 
to $5.87 at age 70.

LENS Pas-dc-Calais, France— (NEA)—With national elections 


due in June, everybody in this northern French region, stronghold of 
the Communist party, is wondering whether the party is going to 


*PhtThls is because 53-year-old Charles Lcmoine, father of five chil- 
dren, ex-miners' delegate and leading militant of the party, has come 
out publicly for the formation of a "French Communist party which 
will no longer take orders from Moscow. 


In the last Parliamentary elec- 


tions the Communists polled 28 
per cent of the total votes and 
captured more seats than any 
other party. They now face not 
only the opposition of de Gaulle's 
Rally of the French People, but 
a secession in their own ranks. 


Great movements often start in 


obscure places, and this one be- 
gan in the little mining town of 
Lourches. The man responsible for 
this bombshell began working in 
the mines at the age of 13. A 
dyed-in-the-wool Communist, Le- 
moine was elected to the Commu- 
nist Council back in 1935. Two 
years later he was appointed mem- 


ber of the 
Young Communists 


Central Committee. 
• * • 


On his return from captivity in 


Germany in 1945 he was unani- 
mously voted miners' delegate for 
his district in the two elections 
which took place after Liberation. 


But somewhere along the line 


he was excluded 'from the party. 
It is known, too, that during the 
1947 and 1918 strikes, while he 
ordered work to stop he neverthe- 
less insisted that security services 
be assured. Rumors spread within 
the party that Lemoine showed 
signs of breaking away. From Uiat 


time on. the Moscow-led faction 
tried to break him. 


How important the revolt is can- 


not be estimated accurately at this 
time. Observers in mining circles 
declare it is still too early to judge 
what success the movement will 
have elsewhere in France. 


Undaunted, the dissident pro- 


moters of revolt have declared 
themselves ready to fight against 
the Stalinists. They also threaten 
to reveal the methods used by 
the latter to exercise-dictatorship 
over their followers. 


* * • 


Lvinoini; has made it clear, how- 


ever, that his break-away from 
the party'must not be interpreted 
as a renunciation of communism. 
In the meeting he Tield at Lour- 
ches on April 29, he stressed the 
fact lie had never deviated from 
his belief in Marxist doctrine. He 
and his supporters said they re- 
sented taking orders from 
the 


Cominforni. whose methods close- 
ly resembled Hitler's. 


"We fire tired of the intimidat- 


ing, suspicious and disparaging at- 
mosphere which has endured with- 
in our ranks," he declared. 


"We still remain the 'Sons of 


the People' and I am convinced 
that the line I have adopted will 
lead the working classes to vic- 
tory. The time has come for all 
who resent intolerable discipline 
and despotic powers to unite." 


According to the leader in Lens 


of "Force Ouvriere," the moder- 
ates of the C.G.T. (Confederation 
of Labor), who left the Federa- 
tion to form their own union, this 
revolt is perhaps the "handwriting 
on the wall," but it has not yet 
shown how it will develop.

couraging contacts reportedly have

his followers seriously affects the 
Communist Party. It is known that 
attempts were made to prevent 
him from holding his meeting by 
offers of conciliation, which he re- 
fused. 


It remains to be seen how well 


the revolt will catch on among 
the French masses, who are known 
to be terribly tired of politics.

Census Takers Take to the Wilds 
To Count 14 Million Canadian Noses 


By JAMES MONTAGNES 
NBA Special Correspondent 
TORONTO. Canada, (NEA) — 


By foot, car, plane and canoe, 
Canada's census takers will take 
to the road June 1 for the decen- 
nial nosecounting. It's a big 
country and a big job, and the 
population survey will extend from 
the industrial south to the wil- 
derness 1000 miles 
below 
the 


North Pole. 


This is the ninth Canadian cen- 


sus, with the first one made in 
1871. 
A big boost in population 


is expected to be discovered. Es- 
timates place the figure at 14,- 
000,000 an increase from the 11,- 
500,000 officially noted in 1941. 


Most of the increase is the re- 


sult of immigration since 
the 


war's end. There's a smattering 
of war brides brought back by 
Canadian soldiers and hundreds 
of thousands of DPs and war or- 
phans settled in Canada. 


Other changes In Canada's pop- 


ulation pattern are expected to be 
unearthed by the census. 
The 


big drift from farm to city, al- 
ready apparent in 1941, has been 
speeded up. 
It is possible this 


year's survey will show that more 
than 60 per cent of Canadians live 
In cities and towns. 
• • • 


In the urban areas of southern 


Ontario and Quebec, where 8,000,- 
000 people lived according to 1941's 
figures, the census takers won't 
have too much trouble. But the 
vast reaches of the north are a 
nightmare for the people who are 
going to do the work. 


For hundreds of miles, it is pos- 


sible to travel* by road and see no 
house, no village, no people. Then 
there may be an isolated lumber- 
camp or trapper's shack. 
Then 


more miles of concentrated noth- 
ing. At eight cents a head—the 
census taker's fee—It is a poor 
hunting ground. But with accu- 
racy at stake, every outpost must 
be counted. 


Much of Canada is entirely with 


out roads. Here the census taker 
will have to go by canoe along the 
rivers dotted with rapids, to reach 
the camps where 
Indians 
anc 


whites scratch a living from the 
bush. Other places, the census 
taker will take to the air until he

spots an isolated settlement or 
camp, then set down on a nearby 
lake and hike to the spot.

The annual supply steamers, 


that service distant outposts of 
the far north, will carry census 
takers this summer. 
Their job 


will be to count the Indians, Eski- 
mos and the few whites who live 
in the Northwest Territories, on 
the Arctic islands north of the 
Arctic Circle. 


The Canadian Mountles will take 


along census blanks this summer, 
too, as they visit trading posts 
and Eskimo camps. 


By all these means, Canadian 


census officials think they'll get 
as nearly-complete coverage as 


can be obtained. They hope that 
almost every Canadian will get to 
answer the vital 29 questions that 
comprise the forms. 


That's the personal question- 


naire, which includes everything 
from name to yearly earnings. 
There are questions on what lan- 
guage each person speaks, their 
ancestry, war service, schooling,' 
job, religion. There'll be a spe- 
cial census of the blind and deaf. 


Besides every fifth house will 


be surveyed for a special housing 
census, to show the typo of house, 
furnishings, appliances and con- 
veniences. There are also special 
censuses on commercial fishermen, 
livestock, greenhouses, 
agricul- 


ture, irrigation and service busi- 
nesses.
